Formal acquiescence in some of 
the elements of the program are still lacking, but Peking 
diplomats are expected to be in a position to submit a for­ 
mula to he provisional government of China at an early 
date. 
The settlement to be proposed will include the 
Washington conference plan for a revision of Chinese cus­ 
tom duties; the creation of a commission to inquire into 
extra territorial questions; also the British proposal for a 
new judicial inquiry into the responsibility for the loss of 
lives in the recent Shanghai rioting.

WACO, July 16.— Organization 
of the Jefferson Highway Associa­ 
tion of Texas was perfected at W a­ 
co, Wednesday morning, arid of­ 
ficers were chosen, with about 50 
representatives present from cities 
and towns touched in Texas by the 
proposed highway.

And the m arketing here of one 
commodity 
alone— cotton— tells 
the story of B ryan* success as a 
farm products buying point.

more than 40,000 bales, or more 
than $5,000,000 worth of the sta­ 
ple. And there is a compress here, 
due to Bryan’s enterprise, to han­ 
dle it. 
The shipping out of Bryan to 
Carlyle, 111., one day last fall of 
one carload of white leghorn pul­ 
lets worth ull together more than 
$10,000 is another statistical fa d 
that proves the truth both of the 
slogan and Mrs. Rountree’s state­ 
ment.

Cotton does not always make a 
crop, and when it does, ‘tween 
crops ready money is not always 
at hand on the farms. 
Chickens, t 
however, seem to lay and to hatch 
in both dry and wet weather and 
that thought "to do the friendly 
thing at the right tim e” as put 
into action by several ambitious 
chicken raisers, assisted by an ae-; 
tive county farm 
demonstration 
agent and an up and doing cham-. 
ber of commerce membership and 
secretary, has resulted in the cre­ 
ation of a m arket for upproxi 
mutely 20,000 pure strain Barred 
Rock, Rhode island Red and White 
leghorn eggs a week, to say no­ 
thing of the sale of pullets like 
that $10,000 consignment that six 
different farm ers joined in send­ 
ing to one of the greatest pure 
strain chicken furma in the United 
Statea. 
The success of Bryan’s incubat­ 
or farm s— one turns out a hatch 
ol 3000 blue-blood chicks, another 
a hatch of 0000 and a third a 
htach 
of 
9,000 -Bryan 
of­ 
fers inducements to all the farm ­ 
ers of Brazos county to raise pure 
strain chickens and 
more than 
makes good on the boast of pay­ 
ing the highest m arket price, be­ 
cause eggs from these 
chickens 
bring much higher prices than is 
paid elsewhere for ordinary lien 
fruit. 
The story of Bryan’s success as 
a county center is perhaps best 
told in two little incidents. 
S. 
E. Eberstadt, secretary 
of the 
chamber of commerce, was mak­ 
ing a speech at Millican. 
There 
is a farm er near there who pro­ 
duces an excellent grade of hon­ 
ey, 
He 
chided Mr. 
Eberstadt 
about chambers of commerce talk­ 
ing much and doing little.

Eherstadt dared him to try it out 
on Bryan, asking 
only he give 
him (Mr. Eberstadt) a day or two 
notice before lie intended bring­ 
ing a load of his honey to tile Bry­ 
an m arket, and hove much he was 
going to bring.

And then there is the story of 
l l community clubs organized and 
seven community fairs to be held j 
this year. 
The Bryan plan is not j 
to fram e up once a year some b ig ! 
i ounty show or fair in order to 
drag all the country people in to i 
get them to spend their 
money, i 
Rather, tin4 Bryan business men j 
foster community fairs. They pro­ 
vide premiums and prizes, issue 
catalogues, pay for advertisem ents 
in these catalogues and price lists 
and turn the money paid for such 
advertising over to the community 
club or fair association. 
Often 
from this and from other earn­ 
ings of the fairs several hundred 
dollars are raised, and the com­ 
munity organization is enabled to 
buy a community Delco lighting 
system or a piano or in some way 
Dx up a community house. 
And they sa y the community ex­ 
hibits, virtually on the ground that 
produces them, are far more in­ 
teresting than any county 
fait 
could be. 
Mr .Eberstadt says that the Bry­ 
an business men started out on 


the plan not of going to the far­ 
mer and telling him to do this 
■ -r that, but telling him that they 
were there to help him to do 
whatever he himself might want 
to do. 
And the result of this 
attitude is that the chamber of 
commerce has had a part with 
County Agent C. L. Beason and 
County Home Demonstration Ag­ 
ent Miss Laura B. Roten in get 
ting 11 community organizations 
ming successfully, and that means 
everything from electric lights ta 
public entertainm ents 
for these 
country community folks. 
But finding m arkets and help­ 
ing the country people 
to hold 
fairs and provide their own com­ 
forts and entertainm ents in their 
own way is but a part of the 
unified public service effort that 
is being expressed in Bryan thru 
the agency of the cham ber of 
commerce. 
“The Bryan 
plan” of 
home 
building is another great activity. 
156 homes have been erected in 
the past six years and 6 months 
and seven are under construction 
in Bryan under this plan. 
It is a 
building und luau association spoil, 
sored by the chamber 
of com­ 
merce with selfish personal inter. 
est eliminated. 
The association was formed in 
1919, capital stock $500,000. The 
iirst series of 1250 shares, $250,- 
000 Worth of stock .was sold in 
April, 1919, in 28 days. 
The sec­ 
ond series of 1250 
shares was 
sold in April 1921, in 26 hours. 
Ilion in 1922 the capital 
stock 
was increased to $1,600,000 and 
the third series was sold in eight 
hours. 
The fotirth series, 1250 
shares, was sold in two hours and 
thirty minutes in March 29, 1923.

1924, in

and 
the 


directors then authorized the sale 
of an additional 625 shares sold 
in

minutes, 
mak­ 
ing a total

$125,000 was sold March 29, 1925,:

Bryan has a pure commission-city j 
manager form 
of 
government, 
which owns and conducts its own 
electric power plant, water, light 
and sewer systems with physical i 
properties valued at more than 
$330,000. 
The mayor and four com mis-. 
stoners are elected at large. The 
mayor assigns the commissioners 
to 
chairmanships of 
sanitation, 
public uitiities, streets, fire and 
police and fire departm ents. Then 
this commiaison elects a city man­ 
ager to* conduct the business of 
all departm ents except the schools. 
They are conducted by a school' 
board of seven members elected 
by the commission, with the provi­ 
so that by a petition of 25 per 
cent of the voters the election of 
school directors can be taken out 
of the hands of the commission 
and he put to popular vote.

He had the figures* to show 
that the city of Bryan is making 
good as a business proposition on 
its ownership and managem ent of 
its city power and light system. 
In the power plant are three 220- 
horsepower 
and one 550-horse­ 
power Diesel engines with a gen­ 
erating capacity of 900 kilowatts, 
and, on a lighting rate of 15 to 
IO cents aud power rate of 4 1-2 
cents, the plant is paying itself 
out. 
The plant was bought in 
1919. 
Last year with the light 
plant earnings the city was able 
to reduce the plant indebtedness

RECENT LAWS 
ON GAINE AND 
FISH IN TEXAS 


Texas sportsmen, 
commercial 
fishermen and trappers will find 
live new bills regulating their fun 
and business on the Texas statute 
books after June 18, as a result 
of the session of the Thirty ninth 
Legislature. 
The game bill, Senate bill No. 
3, divides the state into two hunt­ 
ing zones, with the railroad of the 
International and Great Northern 
railway company to Longview and 
the Texas and 
Pacific railroad 
from Longview to Texarkana as 
the boundary. 
The hunting season Is reduced 
two weeks, and the 
daily and 
weekly and seasonal bag limits are 
reduced. 
In the north zone the open sea­ 
son on quail is November IC to 
January I; on doves 
September 
and October and on ducks and 
geese. October IG to January 31. 
In the south zone, quail season is 
open from December I to January 
IG; doves, November and Decem­ 
ber, and ducks and geese, Novem­ 
ber I to January 31. 
The new daily and weekly bag 
limits are; quail 12 and 36; doves, 
15 and 45; ducks, 
25 and 50; 
geese, 4 and 12; prairie chicken, 
open season all over Texas from 
September I to September IO, five 
in one day and IO during the 
open season. 
Open season on bear is fixed 
from November 16 to December 
31, one during a season. 
Com m ercial Fishing 
The act provides for the licens­ 
ing and 
regulation 
of shooting 
clubs, creation of game sanctuar­ 
ies, preserves, the issuance of per­ 
mits for propagating 
game and 
raises the fee for 
non-resident 
hunting licenses to $25. The pres­ 
ent resident hunting license is un­ 
changed, 
remaining at $2, 
for 
those hunting outside of the coun­ 
ty in which they live. 
Senate Bill 34‘J permits appro­ 
priation of water for game pre­ 
serves, pleasure resorts and indus­ 
trial purposes. 
Senate 
Bill IGG 
fixes a minimum sale price of four 
cents a ton on sand, marl, gravel, 
and mudsheii in public streams and 
bays, and provides that the funds 
shall be applied to a special fish 
hatcheries fund. 
House Bill No. 8, the commer­ 
cial fish bill, closes certain back 
bays along the Gulf coast to sein­ 
ing. 
House bill 7*, is the first at­ 
tempt of the Texas Legislature to 
regulate 
trapping, 
it 
fixes a 
closed season, and provides that 
no pelts may be sold that have 
been procured out of the closed 
season. It permits fanners and in­ 
dividuals to kill predatory animals 
at all times.

County Agent C. L. Beason was called to the Geo. 
Foster farm in the Brazos Bottom on Monday afternoon to 
assist in running lines for irrigation ditches, Mr. Foster 
being one of several farmers up and down the Brazos 
river who are installing irrigation systems to ascertain 
whether or not it will be practical to pump water out of 
the Brazos river for irrigating the land. 
The Mooring ar- 
tesion well at Steele’s Store has already been turned loose 
on the crops, the first water flowing about two weeks 
ago and reports reaching here are that wonderful changes 
are being made in the crops. 
It is estimated, said Mr. 
Beason, that if this well had been used for irrigation early 
enough, Mr. Mooring might have successfully irrigated 
some 200 acres. 
This would have been done but for liti­ 
gation in which the well was involved and which has now 
been settled. 
This well is one of the greatest on the 
Brazos river.

: FARMER JESSUP WON BLUE! 
I RIBBON ON HIS CALVES— 
F. BUT BABY SCORED VERY LOW 


Once upon a time in a place 
not far from here there was a 
farmer, a Mr. Jessup, who always 
attended the county fair as all 
good farmers should. 
He entered 
three of his calves in their appro­ 
priate show-ring classes. 
His wife 
entered the baby in the better ba­ 
bies’ booth where a doctor and 
nurse were scoring babies. 
When 
they met later, Mr. Jessup said 
“Well, we’ve won two blue rib­ 
bons. 
I’m right proud of my 
calves.” 
Mrs. Jessup was not so 
well pleased. 
“Our baby scored 
very low. 
I learned that she had 
not been fed properly. She should 
have gained several ounces each 
week but she has not. 
Now she 
weighs two pounds less than she 
should for her age and height. 
Her color isn’t good.” 
Mr. Jes 
sup looked alarmed: “ What are 
we going to do about it? 
It takes 
time to be running to the doctor 
all the time. 
The baby looks a1 
right to me.” 
But Mrs. Jessup 
showed him the score-card with 
its facts. 
The doctor said that the 
baby wasn’t really sick— that it 
just needed more rest, proper food 
and more sunshine and fresh air. 
Mrs. Jessup profited by the ad­ 
vice of the doctor and nurse and 
carried her baby regularly to the 
public health nurse to be weighed 
and measured and to receive ad­ 
vice as to the baby’s health hab­ 
its. Next year she too could boast 
of a blue ribbon. 
Defect* Responsible 
Do you realize that you are not 
reading a fairy tale— but a fact. 
Do you know that the Brazos 
Couny Health Nurse has inspected 
2600 school children and that she 
has found 1760 of them whose 
healh could be improved. 
She in­ 
spects the children, she sees if any 
of them have adenoids, enlarged 
tonsils, poor teeth, defective vis­ 
ion or hearing. 
She then advises 
the parents to take the defective 
child to their family physician or 
dentist for correction of physical 
defects. 
Sometimes, yes, very often, the 
child that seems to be slow in 
school work has a perfectly good 
brain. 
He may merely be sitting 
on the back row with poor eyesight 
or hearing, misses assignments and 
copies incorrectly from the black­ 
board. 
Perhaps your child was one of 
those who was four. I with poor 
teeth or enlarged tonsils. 
It is 
not a disgrace, if tnat was the 
case. 
The disgrace is in the fail­ 
ure to attend to these defects af­ 
ter they have been discovered. 
“But,” you say, “why can not all 
this trouble among school child­ 
ren be avoided?” 
“I try to bring 
my child up carefully. 
I can’t un­ 
derstand why he should have any 
trouble with his health.” 
Pre-Natal Advice 
Maybe the trouble goes a long 
way back. 
Perhaps, without your 
knowledge, you let him be un­ 
dernourished 
through 
babyhood, 
because it wasn’t convenient to 
weigh and measure him carefully. 
The County Health Department 
goes to the root of the matter. 
Six 
hundred 
and 
seventy-five 
children between the ages of one 
month and ten years, have re­ 
cently been given birth registra­ 
tion. 
Three hundred and thirty- 
five infants and children in Braz­ 
os County too young for school, 
have been visited in an effort to 
get rid of their physicial defects 
before they enter school. 
The Health Department is will­ 
ing and does go even more deeply 
into the matter. 
Mothers are giv­ 
en instruction regarding the care 
of themselves and their babies be­ 
fore th*- child is born. 
A few, 
simple, conumm-sense rules often 
make the mother and child heal­ 
thy, happy and normal for the re­ 
mainder of their lives. 
Reasons For Clinics 
You say, perhaps, “ why should 
I send my child to a dental clin­ 
ic?” 
(34 schoolchildren have al­ 
ready had their teeth corrected in 
this way.) 
I have enough money 
so that I can pay a dentist and 


c u d keep my child's teeth cared 
for. 
I don’t want to take my baby 
to the baby dim e— that’s charity.” 
The answer is: lf you do actually 


attend to the physical needs of 
our child from babyhood on to 
grown womanhood and manhood 
the clinics need not concern you 
But, if, as in so many cases, you 
need to know what is wrong with 
your child, the clinics are the 
place for intelligent, helpful study 
of the case. 
It is a dream in the minds of 
far-seeing men and women, that 
some day the county will put the 
health department on the same 
basis as the county clerkship or t': 
county agent, as a part of the 
county 
commissioners’ 
budget 
The state pays for half of this 
work at present. 
The other half 
is supplied for the most part by in 
dividual donations. If you are one 
of those intelligent persons who 
want to see the physical ills of 
children reduced to a minimum so 
that they may have a fair chance 
in the public schools, why don’t 
you look into the work of the 
Health Department and see what 
is being done and what it can 
dc for you. 
‘Buck’ 
Ware Lost 
Crop When Boys 
Stole A Melon 


Those people who are so fortu 
nate as to be able to recollect 
happenings 
and 
experiences of 
childhood’s occurrnces, will under­ 
stand that the things that are tri­ 
vial and of little moment to the 
grown-up are of the deepest im­ 
port to the child. 
They set their 
hearts upon what would appear 
to us small things and the crises of 
their lives are things that we 
might pass by unnoticed. 
Often­ 
times the parents do not know 
when a child is experiencing such 
a crisis. 
At other times the sor­ 
row that comes to them bursts 
forth in tears 
and 
th* 
heart­ 
break apparent to all. 
Buck” Ware, three year old 
little son of Mr. and Mrs. A. S. 
Ware, on College Avenue, has set 
much store by watermelon crop, 
for the past several weeks. Each 
minute of the hour and each hour 
of the day he has counted on the 
crop that he as a fanner would 
produce at the end of his labors 
and harvest time had come. 
A 
watermelon vine had grown from a 
random seed, in the curbing be­ 
tween the sidewalk and the street 
in fron fof the Ware home. “Buck” 
had claimed it for his own, as 
children will. 
He had cared for it 
during the drouth by faithfully 
laboring to water it and keep it 
green 
and 
growing. 
He 
had 
watched the progress of that mel­ 
on from the bloming stage through 
youth and now it was growing in­ 
to maturity. 
He had had an il­ 
lustrated and actual demonstration 
of the works of nature and of life 
itself. 
He awaited 
with 
anxiety and 
yet with a feeling of trepidation 
the hour when the melon should 
be plucked and eaten. 
He want­ 
ed the time to come and yet did 
not want to see the end of his 
labor so lost to him and his treas­ 
ure taken away. 
In order to a v o i d possible 
chances of 
having it stolen, he 
would see to it that it was cover 
ed up and hidden from a casual 
observer. 
That melon was prop­ 
erty— his 
property — and 
more 
than a gold mine to him. 
Most of 
the small boys of the neighbor­ 
hood knew the love that “ Buck- 
bore for that melon and would not 
have thought for a moment of de­ 
priving him of it and breaking 
his heart. 
But, 
on 
Thursday afternoon 
“Buck” went out to have another 
of his frequent looks at the melon 
and to note 
what progress had 
been made in its development since 
he had seen it but a short time 
previous. 
He stared in amaze­ 
ment and in sorrow. 
What a feel­ 
ing must have been experienced 
by that boy, when he came to the 
sudden realization that some un 
kind and unthoughtful person had 
taken the fruit of his labors and 
the “apple of his eye”. 
He had 


no melon. 
A crisis in the boy’s 
life had been reached. 
That the boy feels no mirth in 
his heart is a testimonial to the 
worthwhileness 
of his character, 
but there is a void there that will 
never be quite filled. 
To the end 
of life he will carry the remem­ 
brance of the happy days in car­ 
ing for the melon — nor will he 
ever forget his feelings on finding 
it gone. 
But “Buck’s” friends— and they 
are many — hope 
that 
whoever 
took his melon will not enjoy the 
eating of it, and a few of the 
number hope that the consumer 
may have at least slight case of 
indigestion.

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Miss Maye Tucker of Bryan was 
awarded the gold medal offered 
by L. S. Ross Chapter, No. IOO, 
United Daughters of the Confed­ 
eracy for the best essay on Sou 
them history, not to exceed five 
hundred words in a recent contest. 
Miss Tucker was presented 
the 
medal, at the meeting of Hood’s 
Brigade reunion in this city, June 
27th. The prize winning essay fol­ 
lows: 
Rufus Atwood was the only son 
of the wealthy family of Atwoods 
at the outbreak of the Civil War 
in 1861. 
He was praised much 
by his mother. 
A fter his father 
had entered the army, by the in­ 
fluence of other young men of the 
community, young Atwood was per 
suaded into the notion of leaving 
home. 
He enlisted in the service 
in Austin, Texas, and left immed­ 
iately 
for 
Tennessee 
to 
join 
Hood’s Brigade. 
About the same 
Lime an orphan by 
the name 
of 
Jerom e Gilstrap left Tupelo, Mis­ 
sissippi with the same idea, that 
of joining Hood’s Brigade. It was 
in the march to Peach Tree Creek 
that these two boys met for 
the 
first time, and were drawn togeth­ 
er in friendship. 
The two boys, as they marched 
side by side, 
soon 
became 
ac­ 
quainted and as 
hardship 
after 
hardship fell upon 
them, 
their 
friendship steadily grew. One day 
as they marched, 
w ithout 
w ater 
and very thirsty, they came across 
a hog pen, and discovered therein 
a muddy pool of water. 
Both 
drank heartily of it. 
Approaching Peach Tree Creek 
slowly and carefully, the northern 
Army was discovered just across 
on the opposite bank. 
The South­ 
ern boys were hidden by a clump 
of trees. 
Soon the fighting began. 
Young Atwood and 
the 
orphan 
boy were fighting side 
by 
side 
when a cry was heard from the or­ 
phan boy Gilstrap, 
Atwood look 
ed, and saw his young companion 
fall. 
He ran to him and offered 
what assistance 
he 
could, 
and 
found an ugly wound in one leg. 
By Atwood’s care and attention, 
the wound healed, 
and 
Jerom e 
Gilstrap was soon able to be on 
duty and to fight the enemy again. 
During the thick of 
a 
fierce 
battle later on, the two boys were 
separated, 
and 
when 
Gilstrap 
again heard from his 
companion 
Atwood, he was a captive in Lib­ 
by’s prison. 
Gilstrap was sudden­ 
ly determ ined to help his friend, 
and by walking through the night 
and by careful marching through 
the day, he soon came near the 
prison where his friend was. 
He 
watched his chance until afte r mid­ 
night, then with much care 
and 
skill he succeeded in finding the 
place where his friend and com­ 
panion was held. 
Near dawn the 
two boys left the prison together. 
The next morning the guard at the 
prison was found with a crushed 
skull. 
Gilstrap never cared to tell 
ju st how he rescued his companion 
Atwood from prison that night. 
As they walked on their way back 
to the Southern camp the boys be­ 
came very hungry, really suffering 
for food. 
Gilstrap found an old 
sieve, and as this article was most 
necessary in the home kitchens at 
this tim e, the two boys succeeded 
in selling the sieve to a woman for 
five dollars. 
A fter their dangerous venture,, 
they finally arived back in campi 
and before many days were again 
fighting the enemy in 
a 
second 
hard battle. 
Suddenly in the thick 
of the fight, the flag went down. 
The 
Southern 
Flag! 
Shouting 
loudly the captain called for a 
volunteer to bring the flag of the 
South to the front of the fighting 
lines. 
Young Atwood was the first j 
to go. 
In spite of the efforts o f, 
his comrad, Gilstrap, he tore him­ 
self from him, and grasping 
the 
flag staff and passed toward the 
front. Soon the flag waa up again. 
But, crumpled at the foot of th e 1 
flag staff lay the loyal form ofj 
Atwood. Gilatrap witnessed it all, 
and going to the scene of death, j 
he covered the face of his tom- j 
panion with the colon, and with j 
tears in his oyes knelt beside his 
dead body. 
Some others found 
aside to hide their tears, other* 
fought bravely on. 
A general from a relief camp 
rode up in time to see this brave j 
deed, and dismounted 
asked Gil­ 
strap who the lad was, 
who gave 
his life so bravely for the South­ 
ern flag. Gilstrap replied that the 
boy was his only friend and com­ 
panion. 
Stooping down the Gen­ 
eral uncovered the face of the dead 
boy. 
He suddenly turned pale. 
The boy was his own son. 
Jerom e G ilstrap lived to re­ 
late this story, but was laid to rest 
some six years ago.

UNEARTHEDON 
THE LEON RIVER 


TEMPLE, July 23.— On a spot 
less than IOO feet square on the 


banks of the Leon River about 
fifteen 
miles north 
of Temple 
there has been uncovered a col­ 
lection of archeological specimens 
and Indian relics. 
The find was 
uncovered by Dr. Alex Dienst, C. 
I. Mitchell and Vernon Sanders, 
who have been exploring the re­ 
gion for the last two years. Some 
months ago they discovered a se­ 
ries of caves containing bones and 
relics pointing to Indian occupan­ 
cy of the caves hundreds of years 
ago. 
In their latest 
find they 
have over 1,100 perfect specimens 
of arrowheads, spear points, toma­ 
hawks, axes, knives, corn mashers 
and scrapers, all hewn from the 
finest chipped or flaked flint. The 
specimens were strewn thickly ov­ 
er the spot, which is believed to 
have been the site of an Indian 
village.

Adobe Walls, it appears, was a 
rude fort, built in 1840 by the 
people of Bents Fort on the Ar­ 
kansas river. 
In 1864 it was a 
haven of refuge for those who 
travelled the 
famous Santa 
Fe 
trail which was 
infested 
with 
Commanehes, Kiowas and other 
depredating Indians. At one time 
the record relates, Kit Carson with 
321 men held it against a band 
of Indians estimated to number 
3,000. 
While the point 
is not 
made clear, it is apparent from 
development that the white men 
held it for the next ten years 
By the spring of 1874, the ac­ 
count proceeds, buffalo hunting 
in the Panhandle was a large in­ 
dustry. 
Word of the slaughter of 
the market hunters 
reached the 
Arapahoes, Kiowas and Cheyennes 
on their reservation in Western 
Oklahoma, the Onklahoma Terri­ 
tory. 
They apparently remem­ 
bered that in 1864 the Panhandle 
country had been set aside for 
their exclusive hunting 
ground 
and became restless when word 
came that their source 
of food 
and clothing was being extermi­ 
nated. 
Meanwhile 
buffalo 
further 
north were becoming scarce for 
the same reason. 
The railroads 
h a d 
r e a c h e d 
the

west and pot hunters hadstripped 
the country of the animals.

headquarters 
at Adobe 
Walls, 
Stores were established in a short 
time the Panhandle 
was dotted 
with buffalo hunting camps and 
freight 
wagons plied 
between 
Dodge City and Adobe Walls, car­ 
rying buffalo hides one way arid 
ammunition the other. 
Words of the situation reached 
the Indians in Oklahoma Territory 
and after apow wow at Medicine 
Ridge they took the war path. 
Four buffalo hunters near Adobe 
Walls were killed and the remain 
der in that section hastily took re­ 
fuge at the settlement. 
On June 27, the Indians began 
an attack. 
Twenty-eight 
white 
men, history shows, 
barricaded 
themselves in the one saloon and 
two stores in the town. The fight 
continued for days; 
several of 
them were killed but in the end 
the Indians were beaten off with 
losses much greater than 
those 
suffered by the beseiged. 
Nearly a month elapsed before 
the Washington government heard 
of the fight. 
General Miles was 
ordered to take 
charge 
of the 
campaign. 
He left Fort Dodge 
with 900 well equipped men. Ma­ 
jor Price came from Fort Bas­ 
com with 260 men. 
Lieutenant 
Colonel Davidson arrived with 250 
men from Fort Sill and General 
Mackenzie set out with a force 
trom Fort Griffin, near Albany. 
Texas. 
All troops were converg­ 
ed on the Panhandle. 
General 
Mackenzie stopped in Blanco can­ 
yon in Crosby county to head off 
an Indian band which might be 
driven south by other troops. 
Only a paragraph is devoted to 
the campaign which 
must have 
been stirring. 
T y p ica l F r o n tie r T o w n 
Stiff engagements followed," 
it relates, “and the Indians were 
harried1 continually 
through the 
winter and until the spring of 
1875. 
Hundreds of Indians were 
killed and under General Miles’ re­ 
lentless plan there was no rest for 
the Red men. 
In a few months 
th? powerful Indian tribes which 
had gone forth with thousands of 
ponies and weapons were subju­ 
gated and impoverished and finally 
were driven 
to surrender 
their 
arms.” 
Buffalo hunting began 
again 
and in a little while hunters were 
working out 
of Fort 
Griffin, 
south of the line held by General 
Mackenzie. 
C. C. Rath, who own­ 
ed one of the stores in Adobe 
Walls, when it was attacked, mov­ 
ed over into Stonewall county and 
established a store. 
In due time 
it became Hath City, a typical 
frontier town. 
The spot can still 
be located 
on Pringle 
Moore’s 
ranch, twelve miles north of Ham 
lin. 
A few graves, several trac­ 
es of cellars and adobe walls re­ 
main. 
During the winters of 1876-77 
one hunting outfit working out of 
Yellow Canyon killed 7,500 buf­ 
falo and cured 100,000 pounds of 
meat, the narrative says. 
Meanwhile, although scattered 
raids of other Indians continued, 
they became less intense. 
As time 
went on, the War 
department 
withdrew the soldiers and as a 
result of General Miles’ campaign, 
was able to abandon several fron 
tier forts. 
Fort Richardson in 
Jack county was abandoned in 
1878; Fort Griffin in 1881; Fort 
McKavett, 1883; Fort Stockton, 
1886; Fort Concho, 
1889, and 
Fort Elliott in 1890. 
Only fron 
tier forts at San Antonio and at 
Kl Paso with a few scattered posts 
along the Rio Grande were retain 
ed. 
“The cattlemen of West Tex 
as,’’ the narrative concludes, “soon 
recognized the 
possibilities of 
West Texas and its settlement was 
soon under full swing after Gen 
era!

W hen town and country are “ at 
outs" it is bad fo r both. 
U n­ 
fo rtu n ately , this condition is not 
at all uncomm on. 
“ There is a 
chasm of m isunderstanding 
be­ 
tw een country people 
and th eir 
neighbors in tow n,” said one to roe 
lately, “fo r which tow n people are 
largely responsible. 
Since 
they 
dug the chasm tow n people m ust 
assum e the burden of bridging it." 
This roan was plain spoken, yet 
the roan who gave voice to it is 
no radical. 
He is a man who has 
made an outstanding success with 
farm ing and 
is now “ on 
easy 
street.” 
R egardless of the responsibility 
of the prejudice th at o ften exists 
betw een tow n, and country, there 
is no question of the sincerity of 
broad-m inded people on both sides 
in their effo rts to rem ove the b ar­ 
riers and bring the two into h a r 
monious relations fo r the good of 
all concerned. 
How to do th at has 
been the subject of much beat­ 
ing about the bush, too often with 
negligible results. 
This is a story 
cf a tow n which is on good term s 
w ith its country, and how it got 
th a t way. 
I. Y our C o u n try Like T h i. ? 
To begin a t the beginning, let 
us see w hat th e condition was— 
“ before tak in g .” 
The follow ing, 
w ritten by a farm er who has lived 
near his tow n th irty 
years, re­ 
cently 
appeared 
in the 
B ryan 
E agle: 
“ Let us say th a t in the early 
days the city of B ryan and the 
rural districts w ere alm ost as fa r 
a p a rt as day and night. 
T here 
was a spirit of d istru st and an i­ 
m osity th a t is practically gone to ­ 
day.” 
How fa r back were those “ old 
days” 
is 
im m aterial. 
B ut 
the 
change began when C urtis L. B ea­ 
con and Sam E. E b erstad t alm ost 
sim ultaneously becam e county ag­ 
en t and secretary 
of the B ryan 
cham ber of com m erce, respective­ 
ly. 
That was eight years ago, and 
w hen Beacon w as 
appointed fo r 
Brazos county it was a fte r several 
o ther county agents had looked the 
field over and tu rn ed down the 


job. 
The prospect of doing cred­ 
itable work appeared 
so rem ote 


th a t they w ere afraid to tackle it. 
N ot so Beason; the extension ser­ 
vice proposing to tak e him from 
oth er work, he agreed only on con­ 
dition th at he be given 
B razos 
county* 
C onditions 
in 
B ryan 
could not be said to have been any 
b ette r— they w ere only d ifferen t. 
The cham ber of com m erce was in 
th a t chronic state of m ost bodies 
of the kind— in debt and fa r from 
hilariously active. 
Since I lived 
in B ryan fo r a year ju st a t th at 
tim e I happen to know th a t th ere 
was little to inspire eith er of the 
new “hired m en” to rainbow hopes 
of brilliant achievem ents in their 
respective fields. 
B ryan and B razos county people 
probably did not know w hat was 
happening as these two men w ont 
about th eir work. 
R outine, m ost 
of it, attracted little notice as one 
brief item or ano th er found record 
in the Eagle. 
W hen Mr. Beason 
m et a little group o f farm e r fam ­ 
ilies in the T abor com m unity and 
started an organization by 
light 
of his autom obile, 
probably he 
him self could not 
visualize the 
g re at oak th a t was to grow from 
th a t little acorn. 
As tim e w ent on Mr. Beason 
organized oth er country com m uni­ 
ties, which acm e to be known as 
com m unity councils. 
No spectac­ 
u lar program s w ere prepared, but 
Brazos county farm folk got the 
habit of m eeting 
regularly, and 
they learned to like it. 
From the 
beginning Sam E b erstad t 
joined 
h eartily w ith Mr. Beason in any 
way th a t he could be of service, 
the tw o of them traveling fa r into 
th e country, no m atter how cold 
the w eather, to be p resent at the 
council m eetings. The two of them 
thereby' set an exam ple of un­ 
selfish team w ork th a t 
could not 
fail to react on both 
tow n and 
country people. 
N ever a question 
raised as to whose project wras 
being fu rth ered , simply a free in­ 
terchange of m utual aid w henever 
anything was to be done th at was 
for the upbuilding of county or 
city. 
E berstadt becam e as well known 
in the country schoolhouse as the 


county agent him self. 
He acted; 
as auctioneer, 
selling 
cakes or 
baked turkeys or w hatever was on 
the block fo r m oney raising p u r­ 
poses. 
He painted signs and help­ 
ed arrange exhibits at the com ­ 
m unity fairs, 
m ade punch 
and 
served it, or arran g ed for a band 
to furnish music w ith equal facil­ 
ity— w hatever his hands found to 
do. 
M embers of the cham ber of 
com m erce took the trail of their 
secretary and becam e reg u lar via 
I tors to the com m unity m eetings, 
which eventually resulted in the 
organization sending delegates to 
every m eeting. 
In d iffere n ce T u rn s to E n th u tia im 
Mr. Beason’s w ork as county ag­ 
en t began to be understood and 
appreciated, and people found in 
th eir com m unity councils ways to 
bring about im provem ents th ey h a d ; 
scarcely believed possible. 
Indeed. 
it is probable th a t some of the 
things they began to w ant had 
never occurred to them until they 
began fu nctioning as com m unity 
units. 
Saying this is no dispar­ 
agem ent fo r B razos county citi­ 
zens, fo r th ere are thousands of 
com m unities 
in 
the 
Southw’est 
whose abilities are dorm ant and 
whose vision is beclouded by the 
lack of com m unity consciousness. 
As tim e w ent on concrete re ­ 
sults began to appear. 
Schools 
were im proved, consolidated, term 
lengthened, 
equipm ent 
bought. 
C om m unity pride replaced indi­ 
vidual indifference. 
Homes w ere 
im proved, 
rem odeled, 
new 
ones 
built— tw elve or fifteen in one 
adoption of a ten-year program 
others w orking along sim ilar lines, 
became general w here com m unity 
consciousness followed individual 
inspiration com ing through boys 
and g irls’ club work and the coun­ 
cil m eetings. 
Farm and 
Ranch 
readers have already been told how 
the Edge boys’ and girls’ club won 
the prize last year as the best in 
the S tate, and the spirit th a t put 
them over the top is bringing keen 
rivalry from the other clubs, 
m ent of a general com m ittee made 
up of th ree delegates from each of 
the com m unity councils. 
It will 
not be a program m ade up by 
“ ex p erts” and handed down for 


hum ble acceptance by the people 
who are to put it over. 
To I t 
sure, specialists will be called in 
to give inform ation of a technical 
There are com m unity councils 
now a t Tabor, Edge, K urten, Re­ 
liance, 
M illican, 
W ellborn 
and 
Steele’s S tore— practically the en ­ 
tire county. 
The next move will 
be built on a sure foundation, 
for the habit of team w ork has been 
developed. 
This move will be the

be based on the enlightened judg- 
co u rt of last reso rt on settin g goals 
and planning m ethods of reaching

IRRIGATION IN BRAZOS COUNTY 
URGED BY DR. B. YOUNGBLOOD

Waco people have on a big ir­ 
rigation project and they recently 
invited Dr. B. Youngblood, direc­ 
tor of the Experiment Station of 
the A. and M. College to come 
up there, to talk to the business 
men of Waco through the Rotary 
Club of that city regarding the 
practicality of the proposition 
afoot. 
Dr. Youngblood wished to 
know something of the situation 
before he delivered an address and 
accordingly went up there Satur­ 
day night and spent Sunday with 
the committee. 
Accompanied by 
three members of the committee 
he made a tour of about IOO miles, 
covering the project and adjacent 
land, making a survey of the sit­ 
uation. 
He gave his findings or 
views then at the Rotary meet­ 
ing as told in the Eagle of Wed­ 
nesday. 
“The big project,” 
said 
Mr. 
Youngblood, “is to put in a dam 
on the Bosque river, 2 or 3 miles 
above town and 
impound about 
370,000 acre-feet of water, 75,- 
000 of which would be for the 
city and the rest to take care of 
losses through evaporation, seep­ 
age and in other 
ways, 
leaving 
some for irrigation purposes. 
Applicable To Brazos. 
“ We visited a number of farm­ 
ers where irrigation is being suc­ 
cessfully conducted 
by 
drawing 
water from the Brazos river, us­ 
ing tractor engines and irrigating 
from 150 and 400 acres each.They 
are irrigating cotton at a cost of 
about $1.50 per acre for labor, 
fuel and supplies. 
That 
can 
be 
done from one end of the Brazos 
river to another in years of drouth. 
It was conservatively estimated 
that these people 
up there will 
make conservatively 
more 
than 
$100,000 worth of crops off of 
land which would have been a 
complete loss this year had it not 
been for the irrigation. 
The pro­ 
ject should be more seriously con 
sidered by the citizens of this and 
adjoining counties on the Brazos 
river. 
One application of water 
to cotton would mean a differ­ 
ence of from a third to a half bale 
per acres to perhaps a hale and a 
bale and a half, and cost would 
probably be $1 for the first ap­ 
plication and 50c for later appli­ 
cations, using traction engines and 
centrifugal pumps. 
Create Truck Farm*. 
“ Waco is not only considering 
the irrigation of farm land but at 
the same time an abundant sup­ 
ply of water to bring manufactur­ 
ing concerns to that city—they 
not being able to come now be­ 
cause of the nature of the water 
supply. 
“Bryan and College,” said Mr. 
Youngblood, “are up against the 
same proposition as to the water 
supply. 
They can not hope to 
have industries coma to 
Bryan 
without 
adequate 
supply. 
We 
need more abundant 
water 
for 
fire protection also and further­ 
more, we need IOO truck farms de­ 
veloped by irrigation in this vicin-1 
ity to make our farmers prosper-; 
ous and that the residents of Bry­ 
an and College may have truck 
garden vegetables during the long, 
dry months.”
